When  they  ordered  shiny  new  rings,  and  received  black  and  gold  pins,  they  were  beginning  to  feel 
the  responsibility  of  being  upperclassmen. 

By  the  next  fall,  the  seniors,  wreathed  in  smiles  and  valiant  pretenses  of  dignity,  were  back  at 
Alma  Mater.  They  flaunted  their  school  rings  proudly  and  enjoyed  their  “privileges.”  By  the  spring 
of  ’42,  the  seniors  had  their  play  and  were  entertained  by  the  juniors. 

Calling  cards  were  ordered,  invitations  sent  out,  caps  and  gowns  fitted,  and  the  annual  came  out. 
Finally,  the  baccalaureate  and  then  . . . graduation! 

The  seniors  are  not  really  leaving  R.  FI.  S.  They  are  only  going  out  to  fit  into  their  own  places  in 
the  world,  which  the  knowledge  from  R.  H.  S.  has  helped  them  to  find.  They  will  be  back,  although 
it  might  be  only  in  spirit,  but  always  cheering  for  the  orange  and  black.

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The  students  of  Radford  High  School  were  commended  by  Defense  Coordinator 
Macon  P.  Miller  this  week  for  their  general  all-around  work  in  preparing  for  air 
raids,  promoting  the  sale  of  defense  stamps  and  assisting  in  the  Victory  Garden 
program  for  this  area.  In  a letter  to  Mayor  Thomas  M.  Jones,  Miller  commended 
the  school  for  its  “all  out  for  defense”  attitude. 


The  coordinator’s  letter  follows: 

Honorable  Thomas  M.  Jones, 

Mayor  of  Radford, 

Radford,  Virginia. 

Dear  Mayor  Jones: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  excellent  work  that  is  being 
done  by  the  Radford  High  School  students  as  their  contribution  to  our  local 
defense  efforts. 

Not  only  is  the  group  thoroughly  organized  but  during  the  air  raid  drills, 
which  are  carried  out  with  precision  and  promptness,  those  who  have  been  ap- 
pointed wardens  operate  as  if  they  had  the  responsibility  of  an  actual  disaster. 

In  the  event  of  an  alarm,  each  class  will  move  as  a unit  to  a previously  des- 
ignated spot  in  the  basement  or  lower  hall  of  the  building,  fire  watchers  will  be 
posted  and  students  already  trained  in  first  aid  and  rescue  work  will  be  stationed 
at  strategic  points.  Buckets  of  sand  have  been  placed  on  the  roof  of  the  building 
and  a number  of  the  students  are  being  instructed  in  the  art  of  handling  incendiary 
bombs. 

Another  important  defense  activity  in  the  high  school  is  the  promotion  of 
the  sale  of  defense  stamps,  over  $1,500  worth  having  been  sold  to  date.  “War 
production”  materials  such  as  metals,  paper  and  rubber  are  being  collected. 

The  home  economics  department  is  doing  its  share  through  the  promotion 
of  victory  gardens  to  be  followed  by  instruction  in  canning  and  preserving  this 
spring.  This  can  become  a most  vital  defense  factor  should  four  or  five  bridges  be 
blown  up,  Radford  might  become  an  isolated  area  and  a food  shortage  would  be 
eminent. 

Nowhere  in  the  City  of  Radford  is  there  a finer  spirit  of  cooperation  and  en- 
thusiasm than  in  the  high  school.  No  defense  task  that  has  been  assigned  to  a 
student  has  appeared  to  be  too  difficult  or  too  trivial. 

It’s  certainly  an  “all  out  for  defense”  attitude.
